I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  year  1965. 

In  general  the  health  of  the  District  is  satisfactory  but  I  would  draw 
attention  to  the  large  number  of  deaths  from  Lung  Cancer,  there  having  been 
no  less  than  ten  deaths  from  this  cause  during  the  year.  In  view  of  the 
association  between  cigarette  smoking  and  this  disease  these  figures  must 
be  regarded  with  concern. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year  and  also 
to  the  CounciPs  Officials  for  their  assistance.  Special  thanks  are  due  to  Mr. 
N.  R.  Darling  for  his  loyal  and  unfailing  co-operation.

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COMMENTARY 


There  has  been  a  further  increase  in  the  population  by  320  to  14,240 
in  the  year.  The  corresponding  figure  for  1964  was  350  and  for  1963  and  1962 
it  was  370  and  750  respectively.  The  rate  of  increase  has  thus  been  slowing 
down  over  the  last  few  years. 

There  are  no  other  features  in  the  Vital  Statistics  which  call  for  com¬ 
ment  as  these  are  comparable  with  the  national  figures. 

There  were  21  cases  of  whooping  cough  notified  during  the  year  com¬ 
pared  with  34  in  1964.  While  this  decrease  is  welcome  the  position  cannot 
be  regarded  as  satisfactory  for  it  would  seem  that  the  vacdine  being  used 
for  immunization  is  not  as  fully  effective  as  one  would  wish.  Research  into 
the  problem  is  being  carried  out  by  the  manufacturers  of  the  vaccine  and  by 
others. 

There  was  a  large  outbreak  of  measles  in  the  early  months  of  the  year 
a  total  of  247  cases  being  notified.  A  vaccine  against  this  disease  is  available 
but  is  not  yet  being  given  as  a  National  Scheme.  I  have  little  doubt  that  this 
will  come  about  in  due  course  when  more  information  about  the  result  is 
available. 

The  number  of  primary  immunizations  against  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough  and  tetanus  is  satisfactory  and  I  am  glad  to  report  that  relatively  few 
children  do  not  receive  the  benefit  of  this  procedure.

The  Scheme  mentioned  in  my  last  report  by  which  regular  samples 
are  taken  from  the  staff  of  a  large  bakery  in  the  area  has  continued  in  oper¬ 
ation.  I  am  glad  to  report  that  no  further  positive  samples  were  obtained. 
The  scheme  has  proved  valuable  not  only  in  detecting  possible  carriers  but 
also  in  drawing  the  attention  of  the  staff'  to  the  importance  of  food  hygiene. 


WATER  SUPPLY 


I'he  water  supply  has  remained  satisfactory  in  (juality  and  quantity. 
'Idle  whole  area  is  supplied  by  a  main  supply  system  operated  by  the  Tees 
Valley  and  Cleveland  Water  Board.  Samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and 
proved  satisfactory.

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  nineteenth  annual  report  on  the 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1965. 

The  staff  of  the  department  consists  of  a  Technical  Assistant,  Mr.  H. 
D.  Kirk,  one  full-time  Shorthand  Typist/Clerk  and  a  full-time  Rodent 
Operator. 

Mr.  Kirk  took  up  his  duties  with  the  department  on  1st  October,  1965, 
having  completed  his  training  with  Eston  Urban  District  Council.  During 
December  he  passed  the  final  examination  of  the  Diploma  of  Public  Health 
and  was  appointed  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  as  from  1st  January, 
1966. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  THE  PREPARATION 

AND  SALE  OF  FOOD 

Regular  inspections  have  been  made  of  cafes,  hotel  kitchens,  ice  cream 
premises,  food  shops  and  stalls  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  requirements 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  Bye-laws. 

During  the  year  26  notices  were  served  in  respect  of  breaches  of  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

The  following  articles  of  food,  other  than  fresh  meat,  were  surrendered 
to  me  during  the  year  and  classified  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  : —

SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

There  are  two  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  and  one  hundred 
percent  meat  inspection  was  carried  out  following  slaughter.  During  the 
year  538  visits  were  made  and  the  carcasses  and  organs  of  1,998  animals  were 
inspected.  The  total  weight  of  meat  classified  as  unfit  tor  human  consumption 
was  25  lbs. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Reguluations  —  No  contraventions  of  the  Regu¬ 
lations  were  found  during  the  year. 

The  mutual  aid  scheme  with  Skelton  and  Brotton  Urban  District 
Council  and  Redcar  Corporation  Worked  satisfactorily,  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  for  Skelton  and  Brotton  and  Redcar  made  'l4  visits  to  this  area 
and  I  made  3  visits  to  Skelton  and  Brotton  area  for  the  purpose  of  meat  in¬ 
spection.

Visits  have  been  made  to  all  licensed  premises  in  the  area  for  the 
purpose  of  checking  sanitary  accommodation,  washing  facilities  and  general 
conditions  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.

The  total  number  of  registered  premises  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
163,  this  total  being  made  up  of  26  offices,  104  retail  shops  and  33  catering 
establishments  open  to  the  public.  The  total  number  of  persons  employed 
at  these  premises  was  592.  A  total  of  284  visits  were  made  by  Inspectors  to 
registered  premises. 

The  majority  of  premises  comply  with  the  regulations,  the  only 
breaches  of  the  regulations  found  were  of  minor  items  such  as  thermometers, 
sufficient  first  aid  boxes  and  lighting  and  ventilation  to  water  closets. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  National  Society  for  Clean  Air  and 
the  Tees-side  Clean  Air  Committee. 

Two  Deposit  Gauges  are  in  use  in  the  area,  one  being  sited  at 
Marske-by-the-Sea  in  the  playing  field  of  the  Junior  School,  Windy  Hill  Lane, 
by  kind  permission  of  the  Secretary  for  Education  and  one  in  the  Police 
Station  grounds  at  Saltburn-by-the-Sea,  by  kind  permission  of  the  Chief 
Constable. 

The  tables  show  the  results  for  the  twelve  months  together  with  wind 
records  for  the  period. 

Two  volumetric  gauges  are  in  use,  one  at  30  Vicarage  Drive,  Marske- 
by-the-Sea  and  one  at  The  Clinic,  Bath  Street,  Saltburn-by-the-Sea.  In 
addition  to  smoke  readings,  sulphur  dioxide  recordings  are  taken  on  the 
machine  at  Saltburn. 

Twelve  observations  were  made  on  thp  coal-fired  boiler  in  the  area  and 
no  nuisance  was  observed. 

During  the  year  a  mobile  exhibition  organised  by  the  Solid  Smokeless 
Fuels  Federation  was  in  the  area  and  the  attendance  was  satisfactory.  The 
film  “Clean  Air’’  was  shown  to  one  organisation  in  the  area.

WARDEN  SERVICES  TO  ELDERLY  PERSONS’  ACCOMMODATION 


There  are  seven  Wardens  employed  by  the  Council  in  connection  with 
groups  of  elderly  person.s’  bungalows  and  flats.  This  scheme  is  worked  under 
the  grant  aid  scheme  of  the  North  Riding  County  Council  of  up  to  ^E30  per 
head  for  each  person  eligible  for  Warden  service.  Housing  accommodation 
is  provided  for  every  Warden  and  an  intercommunication  system  is  installed 
in  every  elderly  person’s  accommodation,  so  that  they  have  direct  contact 
with  the  Warden. 

This  service  has  proved  very  satisfactory  and  the  elderly  people  are 
very  happy  with  it.  The  Wardens  carry  out  their  work  in  a  very  satisfactory 
manner  and  have  been  of  great  help  to  the  occupants  of  the  accommodation.
